Making no attempt to conceal his 
disappointment at the failure of the 
police to arrest at least one witness 
in the slaying .of- Arnold Rothstein, 
the gambler, two weeks ago, Mayor 
Walker yesterday called to his office 
in City Halleall the detectives who 
had been working on the case and 
served notice on them that he would 
give them until Monday to produce 
*‘some further facts’’ on the killing 
or he would take. action. 

The Mayor’s ultimatum was given 
fm the presence of District Attorney 
Banton and Police '.Commissioner 
‘Warren and was understood to have 
been directed principally to Inspec- 
tor John D. Coughlin; head of the 
detective division, and Deputy In- 
spector Arthur Carey, chief of the 
Homicide Squad, the two. superiors 
of the fourteen detectives present. 

It was the first time.in.the mem- 
ory of old attachés of the City Hall 
that a*Mayor had stepped into a 
police investigation in ‘such a man- 
mer and expressed himself so ‘for- 
cibly on the. inability, of the city’s 
detective force to peneth ate the 
mystery surrounding-%: ‘and 
make arrests. It wd said that the 
Mayor learned that not one of the 
detectives was in a position to state 
definitely whether Rothstein had 
been shot in a room on the third 
floor of the, Park Central. Hotel, 
Seventh Avenue and ‘«Fifty-fifth 
Street, or somewhere else. 


Mayor Expresses Amazement. 


The Mayor was reported to have 
expressed amazement that even this 
fact had not been uncovered by the 
police, and became more and more 
irritated when, in questioning - the 
detectives, he found that they had 
only hearsay information for their 
belief that Rothstein was shot be- 
cause of his refusal to pay more than 
$300,000 he. had lost five weeks 
before in a card game in :the home 
of Jimmy Meehan at Seventh Ave- 
nue and. Pty-fourth Street. 

District Attorney Banton, his sec- 
retary, John P. Donlin; Commis- 
sioner .Warren, the detectives and 
the first two patrolmen to appear 
after ‘the i a of Rothstein on 
the night of Nov. 4, last, had gath-

MILLIKAN ON WORLD'S AGE 


Has Billion Years to Go, He Tells 
Commerce Chamber—Extols 
Science’s Aid ‘to Industry. 


Leonor. F. Loree, veteran railroad 
builder and financier, President of 
the Delaware and Hudson Railroad 
and of the New York State Chamber 
of Commerce, warned 700 hearers, 
members of the State Chamber, at 
their annual dinner at the Waldorf 
last night that America’s first line 
of defense is the Hastern seaboard, 
and asserted that inland waterways 
and ‘improved. general communica- 
tions between the mid-West and the 
East were essential if the nation was 
mot to be ‘‘an inviting object of buc- 
canetring invasion.’’ 

For this purpose he advocated two 
general plans, the first the full de- 
velopment and improvement of the 
Great Lakes-Erie Canal, and the sec- 
ond the proposed trans-Alleghany 
railroad, consideration of which has 
already been favorably reported to 
the House of Representatives, 

Mr. Loree expressed his wonder 
that more study has not been given 
the further improvement of the 
Barge Canal and told how the com- 
merce of the Great Lakes could 
meet the commerce of the world 
throu: its channels. He argued 
that the navy was the first defense 
of the nation and termed New 
York’s naval base as ‘“‘quite inade- 


quate’”’ and in need of resolute atten- 
tion. 


Would Press Inland Waterway. 


“Supplementing the ocean as the 
natural home of the navy there 
should be inland waterway communi- 
cation between Norfolk and Boston,”’ 


Mr. Loree said. He listed improve- 
ments already made by the Federal 
authorities to provide the “inland 
waterway so essential for our na- 
tional defense,’’ and exhorted the 
Government: that ‘‘work should be 
constantly. pressed to this end and 
no year should pass without substan- 
tial preasene being made.” 

*‘T would not be understood as. be- 
littling the efforts of diplomacy in 
the avoidance of the causes of war— 
notably through the anti-war treaties 
which are so great-a -triumph of the 

resent Federal. Administration,’’ 

r. Loree continued, “but let us be 
wise in our day and generation and 
not put our trust in them alone.’’ 

Dr. Robert A. Millikan of the Cal- 
ifornia Institute of Technology, lead- 
ing American physicist, holder of the 
Nobel Prize for his research in iso- 
jvera the electron and more recently 

for his work in measuring the 
cosmic rays, drew the conclusion, in 
a speech on “Pure Science and In- 
dustry,’’ that pure science as such 
is the “father of modern industry.”’ 

He made the interesting deduction 
that since man has existe ‘in some- 
50,000 en his present sha = so for only 

ears at the mo while the 
planet as existed for a billion years 
and should continue ‘to ‘house man- 
kind for a billion years to come, man 
is only in his infancy. 

The radio and the airplase, said 
Dr. Millikan, are ‘‘perhaps ap one- 
tenth as useful as some of the discov- 
eries of pe science.”’ 

The third speaker was Dr. A. Law- 
rence Lowell, President ey Harvard 
University.

French: Premier Says Way 4 
Clear to Form Expert Body to 
Name German Payments. 


HE DESIRES AMERICANS’ AID 


Talks of the Possibility of 
Mobilizing German and 
Interallied Debts. 


NEW BOND PLANS BROACHED 


Under One, Reich’s Entire Obliga- 
tion Would Be Covered by Govern- 
ment Securities to Be Marketed.

PARIS, Nov. 15.—Premier Poincaré 
announced in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties this evening that the preliminary 
negotiations between Germany and 
the former allied nations had been 
satisfactory and that nothing now 
stood in the way of the formation of 
the committee of experts to prepare 
a final settlement of reparations. 

The Premier said the task ahead 
of the experts was complex and dif- 
ficult. The fate of Europe and rela- 
tions with America were. involved. 
He said he hoped sincerely for the 
cooperation of American experts, 
pointing out that Americans had con- 
tributed largely to the success of the 
Dawes Conimittee. 


Hopes for Commission’s Success. 


Describing his hopes and fears for 
the proposed committee, the Premier 
said: 

**We are not hiding from ourselves 
that the task is difficult.. But, if it 
fails it must not be by the fault of 
France. We shall do everything « and 
be happy if out of this getting to- 
gether of debtors and creditors peace 
emerges stronger and more smil- 
ingly. 

“Once it is admitted that Ger- 
many’s payments shall be calculated 
in such a manner as to enable us to 
pay our debts to England and Amer- 
ica and leave to us a reasonable in- 
demnity for our reparations we will 
probably be able to begin to talk 
about the possibility of mobilization 
of the German debt and Perhaps even 
of interallied debts.” 


The Premier announce “that this 
Government had done as its. prede- 
cessor did and laid on;the table of 
the Chamber the bill for. ratification 
of the debt settlements with Eng- 
land and America, which could be 
discussed if and when. the occasion 
arose. For the present the Premier 
prefers to remain in what he de- 
scribed as an attitude of ‘‘watchful 
waiting.’’ 

Latest Bond Issue Scheme. 

Coincident-with M. Poincaré’s an- 
nouncement it is learned that the ex- 
perts’ most important task will be 
to study the possibilities of convert- 
ing the German debt to the Allies 
into a form of German Government 
bonds capable of being marketed or 
otherwise used as means of liquida- 
tion. There te ed to be under con- 
sideration bonding plans of a much 
larger scope than has been generally 
realized. 

Whereas there has been discussed 
for the past two years the feasibility 
of the sale of the German railroad 
and industrial bonds created by. the 
Dawes plan on the open market for 
the purpose of better adjustment of 
reparations, it is now possible that 
the experts will. be aske 
the possibility of converting the whole 
reparation obligation into a form of 
German Government bonds, part hel 
all. of which might : eventually be 
marketed. This explains why 
peans attach such large importance 
to panies rossioe peccumet ron tad

It may be semarked that the Ger- 
man reparation obligation now. ex- 
ists ‘in the form of German Govern- 
ment bonds, which are in the hands 
of the Reparations Commission. 
These bonds are not considered gen- 
erally salable, and what now is to 
be studied is a project for evolving 
a kind of bond which could be sold 
as conditions make it practicable.

THREE INVESTIGATIONS ON 


Tuttle, Line Agents,. Inspection 
Service Sift Allegations— 
Three Inquiries Loom. 


WOMAN PRAISES CAPTAIN 


Line Refuses Comment on All 
Charges—Insurance Men Set 
Loss at $4,000,000. 


The roll of the living and the dead 
of the Vestris was completed yes- 
terday and as the last of the rescue 
ships left the place of disaster the 
stern task of fixing responsibility for 
the death of 111 persons was begun. 

Three efforts to assign the blame 
got under way during the day. 
United States Attorney Tuttle called 
six survivors to the stand before 
Commissioner O'Neill in the Federal 
Building; Sanderson & Co., agents 
for the Lamport & Holt Line, owner 
of the vessel, began a private inves- 
tigation, and the Steamboat Inspec- 
tion Service of the Department of 
Commerce also began the task of col- 
lecting the tragic facts. 

Supplementing these came the an- 
nouncement from London that the 
British Board of. Trade weuld con- 
duct an inquiry into the. disaster. 
There will also be one by the Board 
of New York Insurance Underwriters 
and there is a strong probability that 
a Congressional committee will bring 
the total of investigations to six. 

While witnesses were pouring forth 
their tragic stories in the Federal 
Building a recheck of the passenger 
and crew lists of the Vestris showed 
that 60 of the 128 passengers 
and 155 of the crew of 198 who sailed 
on her last Saturday had been saved. 
Sanderson & Co. listed 68 passengers 
and 43 of the crew as presumably 
dead. 


Line Refuses Comment. 


David Cook, Vice President of San- 
derson & Sons, said he had not 
questioned any of the surviving of 
crew or officers. For that reason he 
refused to comment on passengers’ 
charges that the cargo was improper- 
ly stored, that an S O S sent out on 
Sunday had been cancelled, that the 
S$ OS was delayed too long by Cap- 
tain Carey, that the lifeboats were 
leaky and that the crew were. un- 
familiar with the method of launch- 
ing them. 


Sanderson & Sons’ recheck of the 
passenger list puts the number who 
sailed on the Vestris at 128 instead 
of 129 because one person. who had 
booked passage has written the com- 
pany that he is safe in Nutley, N. J. 
e is Gennaro Panzetti. of Pitts- 
burgh,. who is visiting relatives in 
Nutley. 

Walter Cadogan, 264 West''144th 
Street, was added to'the list of sur- 
vivors brought: to New York by the 
American Merchant Line steamer 
American Shipper and H. Schultz, 82 
Bank Street, Manhattan, was added 
to those brought back by. the Berlin,

A Licensed Master Himself, He

Three United States Department of 
Commerce inspectors, who made the 
annual inspection of the Vestris three 
days before she left on. her South 
American voyage, reported the ves- 
sel, its lifeboats, boilers, machinery 
and other equipment to.be in fit and 
seaworthy condition. On the issu- 
ance of a certificate of inspection 
signed by J. L. Crone, Supervising 
Inspector of. the Second . District, 
Steamboat Inspection Service, Cus- 
tom House, the Vestris was permit- 
ted to clear New York for her South 
American ports. 

Two veterans, assisted by a recent- 
ly appointed inspector, examined the 
Vestris. (The inspection took four, 
days. -It began Nov. 2, -was contin- 
ued the next day, resumed on Nov. 
& and completed on Nov. 7. Edward 
Keane, Assistant Inspector of Hulls, 
= the service seventeen :year's,: and 

. N. Bruning, appointed to. the Fed- 
a4 service last month, inspected the 
hull and life saving apparatus. Keane 
and Bruning are licensed masters 
and each has had more than’ five 
years’ experience in command of 
ecean vessels, it was said yesterday 
at the Custom: House. 

Frederick L.: Dennis, Assistant: In- 
spector of Boilers, who was appoint- 
ed June 3, 1893, inspected the ‘boilers 
of the Vestris: He reported them in 
good condition.

Sinclair Agrees on Lifeboats. 

Wallace M. Sinclair, keer eyed and 
self-possessed, was able to give def- 
inite estimates of various conditions 
during the brief voyage of the Ves- 
tris by reason of his wide experience 
in ocean travel. He was traveling 
alone. - 

“T awoke Sunday morning to find 
a reasonably stiff breeze, but noth- 
ing untoward,” he said. ‘“‘By noon 
both sea and wind had picked up 
somewhat, and they continued stead- 
ily. But at no time would I class 
the weather as more than a reason- 
ably stiff storm. I heard the 

mony of the first witness as to 
the lifeboats, and I should say that 
it was substantially correct.

‘alive,’?. I did. not, however, notice 
at any time anything that might 
have been interpreted as a shifting 
of the cargo: On Monday morning 
there was a 30 degree list.

Labor Council Votes to Look Into 
Charge That Crew Was Non- 
Union and Underpaid. 


A resolution calling for an investi- 
gation by the Executive Board of the 
Central Trades and Labor Council, 
representing the 750,000 union work- 
ers of this city, into the labor status 
and general competence of the crew 
of the Vestris, was adopted last eve- 
ning at the meeting of’ the Council 
Beethoven Hall, 210 Fifth 
Street. The resolution. was pre- 
sented by P. J.. Walters of the Postal 
Employes’. Union, who declared he 
believed the Vestris crew was ‘‘non- 
union, underpaid and undisciplined.” 

Joseph P. Ryan, President of the 
Central Council and President of the 








International Longshoremen’s Associ- 


ation, said the Longshoremen’s union 
had been investigating the loading of 
the ship to ascertain whether there 
had been neglect or incompetence in 
the stowing of the cargo that later 
shifted in the heavy seas. He re- 
ported that the stevedore concern 
which handled the cargo employed 
only the most competent union labor 
and enjoyed a good reputation in 
shipping circles. 

Mr. Ryan declared that if the. dis- 
aster was due to incompetence, 4 
union’s investigation proved that i 
must have been on the part of the 
owners, officers or crew. 

James P. Holland, former Presi- 
dent of the Central Trades and 
Labor Council and former President 
of the State Federation of Labor, 
agreed with Mr. Ryan and declared 
that the owners were to blame in 
radioing Captain Carey to ‘‘avoid 
He maintained. that inas- 
much as the cargo was only crated 
automobiles, ‘skillfully loaded, the 
subsequent. shifting must have been 
due to leaky porthole.

Bodies at Staten Island Morgue. 


The twenty-one bodies brought here 
by the destroyers were taken to the 
Sea View Morgue in Staten Island, 
which was visited by more than 100 
relatives and friends of the missing 
yesterday. 

When the destroyer Shaw reached 
Pier 17 at Clifton, 8S. I., Kiyosh. 
Ochiyama, representing the Japa- 
nese Consul here, was waiting on the 
dock with an undertaker to claim 
the body of Major Yashio Inouye, 
Military Attaché at the Japanese 
Embassy at Buenos Aires, whose 
wife was rescued by the battleship 
Wyoming. It was removed to the 
morgue with the other bodies, as 
Dr. George Mord, Medical Examiner 
for Richmond, examined all...the 
bodies before letting them out of his 
jurisdiction. 

Other identified dead ‘brought by 
the Shaw included Kar! Franke, 49 
years old, representative of a Ger- 
man firm, and his 20-year-old daugh- 
ter, Ingeborg, who were further 
identified at the morgue yesterday 
by Curt Wiese, 318 West Fifty- 
séventh Street.

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Message Came Five Minutes . fte 
Boat Put Off That Crew of Foun- 
dering Ship Was Safe. 
‘Wireless to Tum New yore Tims, 
LONDON, Nov. 15.—Seventeen 
men, the crew of a lifeboat, almost 
the entire population of the tiny vil- 


lage of Rye Harbor, perished in a) 
howling Channel gale early this} 


morning on their way back from as- 
sisting a small steamer in distress. 

While their wives and children 
watched helplessly from the beach 
the mast of the lifeboat snapped 
and the vessel was swallowed up in 
the raging seas only halfa mile from 
the shore. A few minutes later the 
weeping women were recovering the 
bodies one by one as they were tossed 
on the shore. 

It was the worst tragedy in forty- 
two years of lifeboat work on the 
south coast. 

True to the traditions which have 
been handed down for generations, 
fourtéen of. the seventeen men were 
volunteers. The father and two sons 
of one family, three brothers of two 
more families and two brothers of 
another were among the drowned. 
The boat the men went to save—a 
309-ton Latvian vessel, the Alice of 
Riga—was beached at Dungeness 
after the crew had been picke up 
by a passing steamer. 


Volunteers Quickly Away. 


It was pitch dark and raining at 
5 o'clock this morning when the 
Coast Guards caught the § O S from 
the Alice, saying that she was 
foundering in the Channel. The wind 
was lashing the sea into a fury, and 
after the crew had been. picked 
launch the lifeboat. At every cot- 
tage door Coast Guards went knock- 
ing to arouse the men to tell them 
that help was needed. ; 

There was no lack of volunteers. 
All the men in Rye Harbor had vol- 
unteered time and again. It was 4 
matter of course for them to do it 
again this time. 

They pushed off confidently through 
the breakers and out to sea just five 
minutes before news canmie that the 
Alice’s crew had been saved by the 
North German Lloyd steamer 
Smyrna. But nobody could tell the 
men in the lifeboat. The wind and 
waves drowned all shouts from the 


ach. 

One hour after another passed, 
while the women and children hud- 
died anxiously on the shore. Not till 
10 A. M. could they see anything of 
the lifeboat, and then it appeared as 
only a speck bobbing. up and down 
on the waves. The tiny sail could 
just be seen above the curling 
breakers. 

Suddenly, while poised high on an 
enormous wave, the sail was struck 
by a sudden blast of wind. The mast 
snapped. Another big wave rolled 
up behind and the boat turned over. 


Sea Defeated Swimmers. 


Doctors, nurses and ambulances 
were rushed from the town of Rye 
to the beach, but it was useless. Even 
though all the. men were strong 
swimmers and wore lifebelts they

An important part of the claim 
against the’ Germans is France’s 
claim for war damage to property. 
This amount stands between 75,000,- 
000,000 and .100,000,000,000 francs, or 
between $3,000,000,000 and $4,000,000,- 
000. Under the scheme being consid- 
ered, Germany’s Government would 
issue bonds to the amount finally 
agreed upon ‘bearing interest at be- 
tween 5% and 6% per cent. These 
bonds would be handed over to the 
French Government, which would of- 
fer them for public subscription, ac- 
cepting in payment existing French 
Government bonds. 

In so far as this operation is prac- 
ticable—and experts think it would 
work—the French budget would be

BX-GIANT MANAGER 


Veteran Baseball Man, Who 
Led Team for Part of 1902, 
Victim of Apoplexy at 66. 


| WAS PRESIDENT OF PHILLIES 


| Headed Club From 1909.to 1912, but 


Became Involved in Clashes 
With Other Magnates. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15 (@.— 
Horace 8S. Fogel, 66, former Presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia . National 
League baseball club and once mana- 
ger of the New York Giants, died 
today of apoplexy. He had been ill 
several years. His widow survives 
him, 


Prior to entering the baseball field 
Fogel was a widely known — 
writer.- He was born at Alea te 
Pa., near Allentown. TEHarly in 
he was a tel 
took up spo 
connected wis several Pailadelpnia 
newspapers and once was sports edi- 
tor of The Evening Telegraph. 

Fogel forsook the newspaper busi- 
ness to become manager of the woh 
York Giants. While handling th 
Giants he introduced into the oar 
ball world a number of players who 
became stars. Later he became iden- 
tified with the local National League 
club, serving as its President from 
1909 to 1912. Upon his retirement 
he published for a time a monthly 
Magazine devoted to baseball. 


Managed Giants Part ot 1902. 


Horace Fogel became manager of 
the Giants in 1902, and was one of 


the thirteen managers engaged: dur- 
ing the spectacular ownership of An- 
drew Freedman from 1895. to 1902. 
Fogel. succeeded George S. Davis, 

player-manager, who had taken the 
place of Buck Ewing in 1900. 

Taking the reins early in the year, 
Fogel did not finish the 1902 season. 
George Smith fcllowed him and then 
came the sale of the Giants by Freed- 
man to John.T, Brush, who ehgaged 
reg services of John J. MeGraw in 


Financial aid from Charles P. Taft, 
brother of former President Taft, en- 
abled Fogel to purchase the Phila- 
delphia Nationals and to become’ the 
President of the club. In 1912 he 
became a storm centre of the Na- 
tional League, gaining the disfavor 
of league officials, which led to a 
ban that prevented him from attend- 
ing their meetings.

UNCLASSIFIED VOTERS. 
Evidence has been piling up since 
the election that hundreds ‘of: thou-. 
sands of men and women refuse to 
be tucked away in the neat little 
pigeon-holes of the political statisti- 
cians, They .are tearing off the 
labels fastened upon them whether 
by Dry .or Wet,. the Anti-Saloon 
League, the Ku Klux Klan, the 
Methodist Church, the high tariff- 
ites, the big-navyites, and others. 
The 1928 Presidential campaign was 
one of confused issues, and every 
voter was entitled as a free and 
independent American to choose the 
one most to his liking. He may have 
chosen two, absolutely contradictory 
of each other, but such was his 
privilege. Yet the result has been 
more than a little confusing. If 
sevéral millions who are opposed to 
prohibition nevertheless voted for 
Mr. Hoover, they are naturally a 
little indignant at being classed now 
as the stiffest kind of prohibition- 
ists, just as large numbers of Dry 
Democrats. who voted for SMITH 
repel the inference that they desire 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment. 

This controversy over the part 
which prohibition played in the elec- 
tion may be left to work itself out. 
But the case of the farmers is dif- 
ferent and seems to be clearer. If 
any class in the country had a 
special interest and a definite pro- 
posal put before it, the farmers had. 
Before the election’ they were most 
outspoken. Their. threats to abandon 
the Republican Party were loud and 
repeated. Their representatives de- 
clared more than once that Governor 
SMITH came - very much nearer 
meeting their démands than “did 
Mr. Hoover. Their chief glory in 
Congress, Senator Norris, finally 
came out for Governor SMITH, and 
plainly told the Western farmers 
that if they really meant what they 
had been. saying for years they 
must back up.their opinions by their 
votes and’ support the Democratic 
Party. But, in. fact, they simply 
turned round’ and gave Mr. HOOVER 
smashing majorities.

The 1928 report of the Westchester 
County Park Commission reviews 
the progress 6f the year and indi- 
cates, the -work ‘still to be done. An’ 
example of the breadth of interest 
of the Westchester Commission is 
the fact’ that it calls special atten~ 
tion to the necessity for more local 
playgrounds and parks, These do 
not fall within the jurisdiction of 
the county commission, but are 
within the hands of the local Govern- 
ments. It commends Scarsdale and 
Port Chester for having done good 
work in this connection, but indi- 
cates that they are the exception. 

The point concerns communities 
other than those in ‘Westchester. 
The .principle laid- down is sound: 
that purely local breathing spaces 
and playgrounds near the congested 
cities and towns are essential. This 
is as true on Long Island and in 
New Jersey os it is in near-by Con- 
necticut and on the Hudson. As a 
matter of fact, the larger towns near 
New York have been as short-sight- 
ed as New York itself in providing 
park spaces. Unfortunately, the real 
estate developments which have 
done so much to increase con- 
gestion in recent years have too 
often thought nothing of recreation 
grounds, preferring instead to make 
as much as possible from the sale of 
lands for building purposes. 

Any doubt that may exist on the 
part of landholders as to the eco- 
nomie value of park lands should be: 
dispelled by a study of the expe- 
rience in Westchester. Land values 


park projects undertaken in that 
county. The reason is that by.open- 
ing parks and parkways neighbor- 
hoods are made more desirable. 
Many towns could afford to make 
parks out of lands which at present 
are but little used. In the process 
they would transform values. 

Local parks, while not officially 
part of the larger park units, either 
county or State, bear a direct rela- 
tion to them. The park idea is now 
firmly entrenched. People demand 





more space for recreation. Their 
social value is at last being under- 
stood, which in turn assures their 
greater usefulness. In Westchester 
the development of parks, rapid as 
this has been, has hardly kept pace 
with the demands for added ones, 
There is much still to be done. 
The nearer New York, the greater 
the need for assuring park places 
before-the cost of land becomes pro- 
hibitive. It is to be hoped that the 





suggestion of Westchester and the 
example of those towns which, like 
Oyster Bay, have already begun 
work on local parks will be exten- 
sively followed, so that there will be 
plenty of breathing spots as the urge 
of population gradually crowds into 
the open country. 


OCEANIAN DRYS. 


New Zealand, which has frowned 
on prohibition in times past, voted 
dry in the triennial referendum of 
1925, Wednesday it gave a majority 
of some 120,000 in favor of a licens- 
ing system. The question of State 
purchase and control was also sub- 
mitted in the referendums of 1922 
and 1925, somewhat confusing the 
issue and bedeviling the returns, as 
ballots for State control were count 
ed as against prohibition. The par- 
ticular necessity of prohibition in 
New Zealand is hard for anybody 
but its Drys to understand. The 
amount of drunkenness there is less 
than in almost. any country. The 
beauties of the old American saloon 
have been absent. Licenses are lim- 
ited. Bars used to be closed at 6 
P. M. and on Sundays. 

The habit of paternalism may 
count to some extent. In 1923 we 
were inclined to look upon emotion- 
alism as perhaps the main cause of 
New Zealand’s yearning for prohibi- 
tion. Our own “ Pussyfoot ” JOHNSON 
was imported, but his radiant pres- 
ence was welcomed joyously by the 
Wets and saddened the Drys. “ Why 
“doesn’t he go home and fight the 
“ hootleggers?” the irreverent asked.. 
Soon he faded from the scene. Con- 
‘siderations: of loss of revenue. and 
unemployment were urged. The rep- 
lications _of.the American experi- 
ment noble. in motive were and are 
but too. loud and numerous. Almost 
every day brings good news from 
this great prohibition area. Enforce- 
ment is expensive, and‘ the possible. 
ultimate gain to business by the 
anticipated release’ of drink-money-

. THE PANAMA CANAL. 


The report of Governor WALKER of 
the Panama Canal Zone brings. to 
the front séveral questions. The net 
revenue from canal and Panama 
railroad operations’ for the fiscal 
year amounted to $20,621,314—a rec- 
ord, . There. were, 6,959 transits of 
seagoing vessels, an average of 
nineteen a’ day: This traffic repre- 
sents between 45 and 50 ‘per cent. of 
the present capacity of the canal. 
While the business of the waterway 
is flourishing, General WALKER pre- 
sents figures showing that earnings 
to date (fourteen years) leave a 
deficit. on the whole investment, 


General WALKER touches on the. 


proposed reduction of canal tolls. 
He is opposed‘to it not only because 
administration. charges. have to be 
met, but because’ “a lowering of 
“tolis ‘may cripple the internal. 
“transportation system of the 
“United States while reducing the 
“Government’s revenue.” Panama 
tolls are already one-third lower 
than those of the Suez Canal. Ex- 
panding the capacity of the water- 
way is another. question with which 
General WALKER deals. American 
engineers give little or no encour- 
agement to BUNAU-VARILLA’s plan of 
“a canal connecting the two oceans 
“without any locks between, a canal 
“having 1,000 feet width at the bot- 
“tom and 50 feet of water at lowest 
“tide.” The late General GoreTHALS 
was inclined to regard it as imprac- 
ticable. But the Frenchman-was a 
true prophet in calculating canal 
traffic increases. Alternative to his 
sea-level canal are the storing of 
more water for use in the present 
canal and the construction of a third 
system of locks. Congress recently 
authorized the development of an 
additional water supply at Alhajuela 
and the work has begun. The pres- 
ent double-lock system will suffice 
for some time to come. General 
WALKER says that “a third flight of 
locks "would increase the capacity 
of the canal so as to take care of 
more than twice the traffic it now 
carries. j 

There can be no doubt that nat- 
ural development of trade with the 
Far East will greatly increase Pan- 
ama Canal traffic. In 1924 M. 
BUNAU-VARILLA predicted that “by 
1944 it will have grown to such 
dimensions as to require a sea-level 
canal. The American answer has 
been that the Nicaragua. route is 
available for a second waterway.

Wine has often been 
credited with making 
people garrulous, even 
to the point of indiscre- 
tion, But the wine sold 
in the little French town of Oradour- 
sur-Vayres had quite the opposite 
effect.

Making tests of the bread, water and 
wine consumed by the sufferers, 
they found that the wine contained 
arsenic. 

Who poisoned the wine, and why, 
is still a mystery. The towm mer- 
chant who sold it was exonerated, 
and his supply has been traced to a 
Carcassonne wholesaler, and to four 
vineyards where the wine was made. 
There the unraveling of the mystery 


stops. 

hpparentiy no fatalities have re- 
sulted from the tainted wine; simply 
‘a scourge of silence. The malefactor 
evidently did not intend to_ kill his 
victims but simply to muffle their 
voices. Perhaps he was a tired city 
dweller who had fled to the village 
for rest and took measures to in- 
sure complete quiet. Or he may have 
been a petty 2 ao pl taking direct 
measures to prevent a ‘whispering 
campaign’’ against his candidate for 
maire.

RIDING ‘Two's STEEDS. 


Our Positjon on: vn Naval F ‘Policy at Odds 
ith the Paris Pact. 
To the Edifor of The New York Times: 

The comment now being printed on | 
both sides of the Atlantic—and. pre- 
sumably in Asia as well—based on 
Mr. Coolidge’s remarks concerning 
naval policies is not to be wondered 
What does seem surprising is 
that his statements have’ not occa- 
sioned more ‘bewildered surprise: 

What American comment’ seems 
for the most part to assume is that 
the world situation’ which existed 
when the Nayy bill was debated last 


changed, then the solemn. promises 
of sixty nations recorded ‘in the sign- 
ing of the Pact of Paris are a gigan- 
tic farce. 

Mr. Coolidge, as might be expect- 
ed, picks his. phrases with care, 
though the inconsistency of many of 
them with the actions of his own Ad- 
ministration. ought to be apparent 
enough. The Navy Department is less 
careful. I find included in its state- 
ment of “fundamental naval policy’’ 
the contention that the navy of the 
United States should be maintained 
on sufficient strength to support 
United States ‘*policies< and com- 
merce.”’ 

The Paris Pact renounces war as 
an “instrument of policy.’’ To say 
that the new naval vessels may never 
actually make ‘war is to use dishon- 
est evasion and render. hypocritical 
the expressed purposes: of our-State: 
Department, which, it is everywhere 
confidently assumed, will be con- 
firmed by Congressional action. 

To affirm that the Peace Pact does 
not. necessarily imply immediate. dis- 
armament seems reasonable and jus- 
tifiable.

Yet both the 
President’s speech and the Navy 
Department’s statement exist side 
by side with the Kellogg pact. 

No. wonder the world finds us hard 
to understand!

Bill Provides Labor Courts. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 15 ®.—The 
advanced views of Sefior Portes Gil 
as to labor are set forth in the pro- 
jected legislation submitted to the 
National Congress of Representa- 
tives of Workers and Employers 
teday for study and approval. 

Among the forward provisions of 
the. measure are stipulations that 
every Mexican must learn a trade 
or profession and practice it for at 
least one year, making himself 
available to the country for that 
trade in time of national stress 
thereafter. 

‘An elaborate system of labor courts 
for supervision of working conditions 
and the settlement of labor disputes 
would be established under its terms, 
and it is provided that 70 per cent. 
of the workers in any industry shall 
be Mexicans, with none but Spanish- 
speaking superintendents, overseers 
and.doctors, 

Insurance and workers’ compensa- 
tion will become obligatory under 
the terms of the measure, and em- 
ployers' will be obliged to. give thirty 
days’ notice of suspension of their 
plants to employes, and then only 
with the consent of the: labor courts. 


Ten Provisions in Measure. 


Roughly, there are ten provisions 
in the legislative project. First and 
principal among them is the estab- 
lishment of the elaborate system of 
labor courts.

| Venezuelan Exile Asserts Students 


Have Sympathy of Country.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Nov. 15.— 
Three-fourths of the Venezuelans are 
in sympathy with the Federation of 
Students of Venezuela, leaders of the 
anti-Gomez party there, according to 
Felix Montes, a former Venezuelan 
Presidential candidate, now a resi- 

dent here. 

Since Spring leaders of the Fed- 
eration have sent repeated protests 
to President Juan Vicente Gomez, 
dictator of Venezuela, who is said to 
respond invariably by issuing an 
order of arrest, and the order of ar- 
rest is the signal for an assembly in 
the public square at Caracas. 

The’ interval between these out- 
breaks is growing less, observers 
say. They accept the increasing dar- 


ing of the students as indication of 
improved strength. The elections are 
scheduled for next April. Every mass 
meeting, it is reported, is broken up 
by charging police and cavalry, who, 
on at least three occasions, have fired 
into.the mob, Calm follows.

Brokers’ Loans Great Surprise. 

Various explanations were ad- 
vanced to account for the surpris- 
ing statement of brokers’ loans, 
which showed an increase of only 
$1,849,000 in the face of predictions 
that had been made of an expansion 
of anywhere between $50,000,000 and 
$100,000,000. These predictions had 
been based on the record-breaking 
activity of the stock market in the 
last week, but the figures showed 
that the New York banks had re- 
duced by $70,000,000 the total of the 
loans made for their own account, 
while those for out-of-town banks 
and for others increased by almost 
the same amount.

A decrease of $100,000,000 in the 
indebtedness of the member banks to 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the statistics issued yester- 
day, was regarded in some banking 
circles as an indication of a tendency 
toward easier . conditions in the 
money market. In the face.of this 
reduction in rediscounts here, money 
remained relatively easy most of the 
week, indicating that large supplies 
were coming into the market from 
some source.
